FRANCE WILL SEEK 
WAR DEBT DEATH 


Blum Would.End ‘Misun- 
“derstanding,” ‘But “Won't 


Consider Repayment. 


PARIS, May 15.—(4)—Leon Blum, 
slated to be France's first socialist 
premier, today declared he was anx- 
ious to bring about a “legal death” 


of France's debts to America, 

The leader of the people's front, 
addressing the American Club, de- 
plored a “misunderstanding” between 
the United States and France, and 
declared: “In France we believe the 
question of debts is eliminated.” 

_ His reference to a ‘“‘misunderstand- 
ing’ was interpreted in political cir- 
cles as indicating his anxiety to se- 
cure an agreement between the Unit- 
ed States, Great Britain and France 
that the debts are “dead” in order 
to rebuild the friendships of these 
wartime allied powers. 

Won’t-Reopen Talks. 

Socialist sources said the premier 
kad no intention of reopening debt 
talks, but would be “glad to consider” 
American or British proposals for a 
legal end to the question. 

Blum expressed hope world recoy- 
ery—based on currency stabilization 
and disappearance of trade barriers— 
would eliminate bad feeling. 

“A misunderstanding exists be- 
tween the two countries,” he said, 
~and the only means of eliminating 
it, I believe, is by frankness. 

“I believe Americans fail to un- 
derstand to what extent the Dawes 
plan and Hoover moratorium created 
in our minds a logical connection be- 
tween the payments of debtor.

Texas, the largest American state, 
is three-fourths as large as Ethiopia. 
California ranks second in size among 
and Montana is 


A single ranch in Texas—the King 
ranch—contains 1,400,000 acres, and 


is about the size of the state of Dela- 


ware. 

Texas leads all other states in the 
number of its cattle, having more than 
6,700,000. There are a few hundred 


thousand more cattle than people in| $55 


Texas. The second state for catfle is 
Iowa. 

Several hundred thousand boxes of 
grapefruit, and two or three million 
boxes of Oranges are produced in 
Texas each year. It is claimed that 
the “world’s largest grapefruit” was 
picked near McAllen, Texas, last Jan- 
uary. It measured 26 inches around 
the outside. The state also boasts the 
“world’s larges watermelon,” pointing 
to one which grew in Cass county 
three years ago and which weighed 
183 pounds. 

Texas is first among the cotton- 
growing states, the average crop run- 
ning three or four million bales dur- 
ing the past few years. Corn, oats, 
wheat,

Perhaps the most exciting thing 
about present-day Texas is the output 
of oil. Hundreds of wells have been 
drilled, and out of them has poured 
a liquid mineral. This mineral is 
brought forth at the rate of more than 
a million barrels a day, and the value 
of the r‘ate’s output is greater than 
that of all the gold and silver mined 
in the United States. 

For several years Texas has ranked 
first among the states in oil output, 
followed by Oklahoma and California. 
The city of Beaumont is at the center 
of a great oil-producing region, famed 
for the Spindletop field and—more re- 
cently—-for the Amelia field. In the 
Texas “Panhandle” last year the v 
ue of oil and gas production was 
The opening of large oil fields has 
brought good fortune to the state 
treasury of Texas. The oil industry 
pays more than half of the state taxes. 
The schools have received much ben- 
efit from such taxes. The Universi 
of Texas, located at Austin but wit 
its medical school at Galveston, owns 
2,000,000 acres of land. During the 
past 12 years the oil fields found on 
this land have brought the university 
more than $21,000,

EXPERIMENT, Ga., May 15.—(P) 
H. P. Stuckey, director of the Georgia 
experiment station, told a field day 
audience today velvet beans took top 
honors in a live-stock feeding test just 
finished here. 

The feeding experiment was begun 
112 days igo on 80 steers and heifers. 

“The steers in Lot 4 receiving vel- 
vet beans proved to be the most profit- 
able,” Stuckey said. ‘Those in Lot 3 
receiving peanut meal proved to be the 
next most profitable; those in Lot 2 
receiving peanut meal and cottonseed 
meal were the third most profitable, 
and those receiving cottonseed meal 
showed less profit than the other lots.” 

Lot 8, the peanut meal, produced 
an avefage daily gain of 1.92 pounds, 
and the velvet beans 1.87 pounds, but 
grading of the steers at the end of the 
test showed those fed velvet beans 
weored higher. 

Hundreds of farmers joined residents 
of near-by Griffin in tours to various 
demonstrations on the experimental 
farms.

For them, 
the bonuses provided for successful 
slams are in reality boomerangs; not 
only do they lose an uncountable num- 
ber of rubbers by bidding just one 
trick too many, but also, with the 
magie “slam” acting as Svengali, they 
ignore opportunities to penalize the 
opponents.

But it was 
closely imitated by South’s decision 
to leap to a slam, rather than make 
a penalty double. Both West's dou- 
ble of six hearts and North’s_ re- 


‘double were sound. 


Obviously, with the spade king off- 
side, and a trump loser unavoidable, 
South had no play for his contract. 
As a matter of fact, he had to risk 
a two trick redoubled penalty (1,000 
points) in order to try to make the 
slam. After winning the opening dia- 
mond lead, he properly led the queen 
of trumps through West, hoping to 
find him with the king and East with 
the blank jack. The king covered, 
but the jack did not appear. A sec 
ond round of trumps was won by 
| West and he now led the six of spades. 
| Naturally, declarer had to finess and 
|risk the spade being a singleton. If 
it had been, a spade return by East 
after winning the king would have 
administered a crushing penalty. 

Of course, the actual 400 point pen- 
alty was bad enough, considering 
what South had relinquished by his 
failure to double four diamonds. East 
would have lost a minimum of eight 
tricks, for a penalty of 1,400 points. 
Even if North-South had been able to 
make a slam, they well could have af- 
forded to pass it up for such a plum.

venting quick exit from-the plant.
